SWIFT VENGEANCE 


Hitler Calls War Council 
To Consider: ‘Punitive’ 
Action in Ship Attacks. 


BERLIN (Tuesday), June 22.— 
(UP)—Germany threatened today 
to show Europe how to “rap the 
Spanish Bolsheviks across the 
knuckles” unless she is given swift 
vengeance for submarine attacks 
upon the Nazi cruiser Leipzig. 
The reich’s warlike threats, re- 
kindling tension that blazed dan- 
gerously close to war three weeks 
ago after the bombing of the Ger- 
man battleship Deutschland by 
Spanish Loyalist planes, came with 
a series of rapid events:

MADRID, June 22.—(Tuesday.) 
(UP)—Screams of dying men 
early today came from the blasted 
ruins of Hospital - Clinico on 
Madrid’s northwestern outskirts 
where between 400 and 750 Insur- 
gents were blown to bits in a 
dynamite trap into which they 
were led by a Loyalist ruse. 

At midnight the screams were 
high-pitched, but they grew weak- 
er and more scattered as Loyalist 
militiamen splattered the ruins 
with machine gun fire. 

Across the Manzanares river, 
only 300 yards away, strong de- 
tachments of Insurgents were pow- 
erless to help their y Papa com- 
rades, 

The Loyalist war toate an- 
nounced that 400 men were killed

Many Chain Gangs To 
Be Abolished in Move 
to Modernize System. 


Georgia moved to revamp its 

much publicized chain-gang sys- 
tem yesterday under a program 
which contemplates putting many 
of its old-fashioned convict camps 
out of business. 
State officials formally closed a 
deal with the federal government 
to take over on July 1 the modern 
prison farm built by the "PWA in 
Tattnall county and §legislative 
committeeémen planned a survey 
looking to general reorganization 
of the penal set-up. 

Under the present system, the 
State Prison Commission used the 
old state prison farm at Milledge- 
ville largely as a clearing house to 
take care of prisoners until they 
can be assigned to one of the nu- 
merous county convict camps in 
the state. 

Escapes Frequent, 
The majority are used on road 
or similar projects. Escapes have 
been frequent along with com- 
plaints over conditions. at some 
places. 

It was from such a camp that 
Robert Elliott Burns, convicted of 
a minor robbery charge, escaped 
and wrote his book “I Am a Fugi- 
tive From a Georgia Chain Gang,” 
about experiences he said he had. 
Burns’ case attracted wide atten- 
tion and the Governor of New 
Jersey where he sought refuge re- 
fused to return him to Georgia. 
The new prison plant in south- 
east Georgia is considered 
escape proof. It was built at a

Throws in Doubt 


State’s Ability To Revamp Taxes 


Attorney General Holds Five-Mill Maximum Limit Still 
Rests on Lawmakers; Revision on ‘Earning Capacity’ 


Is Said To Be Practically Barred. 


Ability of the Georgia legisla- 
ture to go very far in rewriting 
Georgia’s property tax laws under 
the classification amendment ap- 
peared slight to capitol observers 
yesterday. 


Attorney General M. J. Yeo- 
mans’ ruling the five-mill maxi- 
mum limit of taxing power still 
rested on the state was the basis 
of a widespread discussion on tax 
revision plans. 

Under the classification amend- 
ment, its legislative sponsors ar- 
gued prior to the ruling, “new 
methods” of taxation were con- 
templated. 


Earning Capacity Basis. 
One of the chief new methods 
was to be that of taxing property, 
both tangible and intangible, on 
its earning capacity rather than on 
its assessed value. 
Yeomans’ ruling held: 

“ ... The general assembly is 
still bound and limited by Para- 
graph II, Section I, Article VII of 
the constitution, and... any clas- 
sification made and rates and 
methods adopted for any class of 
property must come within the 
five-mill limitation to be reckon- 
ed with reference to each dollar 
of the value of property so taxed.” 
The constitutional amendments 
—which wiped out the uniformity 
requirement of state property 
taxes—provided for classification 
of property into a tangible class 
and one or more _ intangible 


classes. 
Property Classes. 
It then provides: 


nursing home when seemingly re- 
covered from a nervous ailment. 


“The general assembly shall 
have the power to classify prop- 
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erty, including money, for taxa- 
tion and to adopt different rates 
and different methods for differ- 
ent classes of such property.” 

The amendment was to the sec- 
tion immediately preceding the 
5-mill limitation section. 

With the constitutional provi- 
sion that taxes “shall not exceed 
five mills on each dollar of value 
of the property taxable,” still in 
force, desired “sweeping revisions” 
of the tax structure cannot be ef- 
fected, one tax authority held. 

Declining to be quoted by name, 
he asserted also that any steps to- 
ward setting up new methods of 
taxing would be most difficult if 
the limitation must be observed. 


“Modern Laws.” 


One of the primary purposes of 
the classification amendment, 
Governor Rivers argued in his 
campaign for its adoption, was to 
permit Georgia to write “modern, 
intelligent and equitable” tax laws 
to “lasso tax dodgers,” and espe- 
cially holders. of intangible prop- 
erty who failed to return it for 
taxation. 

A special legislative committee 
will meet tomorrow to _ study 
feasibility of calling the general 
assembly into session next month 
to write a new intangible tax act 
to produce an income in 1937. 

The limit of the  legislature’s 
power will be placing ad valorem 
taxes of various rates on differ- 
ent classes of intangible property, 
with “income” rates practically 
barred if the limitation is adhered 
to, observers argued. , 

The fixing of county rates on in- 
tangible property likewise will be 
within the legislature’s power— 
but these, too, must be on the ad 
valorem basis, they held. 

Governor Rivers had directed a 
detailed study of possibilities of 
tax-rewriting under the amend- 
ment, and expects to have the fi- 
nal draft of plans ready for sub- 
mission at a fall special legisla- 
tive session.

on the income from special serv- 
ices or special taxes. 


The reduction will apply to the 
Public Welfare Board, which was 


allocated $3,250,000 for social se- 
curity payments, including old-age 
pensions, and the school board, al- 
lotted $9,256,000 to carry out the 
seven months’ school program. 
Security Reduction. 

Since state money is matched by 
the federal government for social 
security payments, the loss of state 
money will mean an additional re- 
traction of possible federal dona- 
tions. The rate of loss of federal 
money would be $5 for each $4 re- 
duction in the state fund, since 
the state provides 40 per cent of 
the money, counties 10 per cent 
and the federal government 50 per 
cent. 

Governor Rivers, now in Los 
Angeles, was not available for an 
immediate comment on the fiscal 
situation, which revived specula- 
tion over the necessity of the leg- 
islature at a special session to be 
called this fall having to pass ad- 
ditional taxes in order to meet the 
appropriation bill in full. 

Tax Possibilities. 

Speculation has centered chief- 
ly around the possibility of a sales 
tax or one of its substitutes—a 
gross receipts or gross income tax. 

In a statement issued early this 
month when reports of new taxes 
were brought to his attention, Gov- 
ernor Rivers declared: 

“It never has been contemplated 
at any time, and it is not now 
contemplated, that any extra ses- 
sion of any sort will be necessary 
in order to raise funds with which 
to pay off the appropriation for 
the ‘next 12 months. 

“The only purpose of the extra 
session ever contemplated is_ to 
generally revise the tax system of 
the state in order to give the state 
a modern, intelligent and equitable 
tax system, as called for by the 
Democratic platform.” 


Since then, and since the state 
voted down prohibition repeal an 
estimated $3,000,000 income from 
liquor taxes, Rivers has appointed 
a special committee to study pos- 
sibility of a session in July to levy 
an intangible property tax under 
the amendment ratified June 8. 

Hardest hit of the state depart- 
ments would be the board of edu- 
cation, whose $9,256,000 would be 
cut by more than $1,800,000. The 
large fund was devised to take 
care of the seven-month school 
program backed by Governcr 
Rivers. 

The health board, with a total 
appropriation of $600,000, is an-

Loans to Self. 

“The net result of the entire 
transaction is this: By trading 
checks with an alleged foreign in- 
surance company, the taxpayer in 
effect becomes a borrower from 
himself and claims a deduction for 
oe money loaned to him- 
self.” i 

The Internal Revenue Bureau, 
meanwhile, reports today that in- 
come tax collections increased 
more sharply than receipts as a 
whole during the first 11 months 
of this fiscal year. 

Collections of all taxes aggre- 
gated $3,825,712,791, or 25 per cent 
above the same period last year. 
Income tax collections were up 39 
per cent to $1,591,717,602. 


The greater increase in the lat- 
ter was attributable in part to 
higher levies on upper bracket in- 
dividual incomes and to the new 
surtax on undistributed corporate 
profits, officials said.

|Santander from the fate of Bilbao 
as Insurgent warplanes and ves- 
sels at sea heavily bombarded 
coastal areas.

Lewis Announces Drive To 
Bring 850,000 Employes 
Into Labor Fold. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—( UP) 
John L. Lewis, head of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
announced tonight that a drive 
would begin immediately to bring 
850,000 federal workers into one 
big union—the United Federal 
Workers of America. 

Creation of the latest CIO af- 

filiate was announced in a formal 
statement signed by Lewis, who is 
in Cleveland, Ohio, consulting with 
the three-man: federal board seek- 
ing to mediate the steel strike. 
' The union will have a provi- 
sional status until it is able to 
stand on its own financial feet. 
Until that time the CIO will ad- 
vance money for an organization 
drive and will make all vital de- 
cisions. 

. The first president of the fledg- 
ling organization will be Jacob 
Baker, one-time assistant Federal 
Emergency Relief administrator, 
who resigned tonight as assistant 
administrator of the Works Prog- 
ress Administration to-accept the 
new post. Baker headed the com- 
mission named by President 
Roosevelt which recently made a 
study of co-operative business or- 
ganizations abroad. | 

Strikes and picketing of govern- 
ment departments will be forbid- 
den under rules of the new union. 
All federal workers, except execu- 
tives with authority to hire and 
fire; members of the army, navy, 
marines and coast guard, and 
postal workers, will be eligible for 
membership.

The Governor’s proclamation 
was not technically martial law, 
the legislature alone having auth- 
ority to make such an order. The 
Governor said he acted under his 
authority to “call forth the militia.” 

Warn of Violence. 

Lewis’ appeal to Washington 
and to the Governor followed the 
action of the presidents of three 
CIO lodges who telegraphed Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that “any attempt 
to open the mill gates will auto- 
matically bring terrific violence 
and bloodshed.” 

If suave Mediation Chairman 
Charles P. Taft II, of Cineinnati, 
considered the Girdler bombshell 
an insurmountable issue, he gave 
no indication, and proceeded to go 
right along with the hearings “day 
and night,” if necessary. 

Instead of trying to conciliate, 
Girdler said, the federal board 
waqulid do well to investigate the 
circumstances of the strike and to 
report its findings in full to the 
public. 

Lewis waved off reporters with

RELIABLE RELIEF DATA IN PROSPECT 
The passage by the senate of the Murray- 
' Hatch resolution calling for investigation of 
federal unemployment relief indicates that the 
demand for dependable information on this 
problem is, at last, to be answered. 

The resolution now awaits action by the 
house and there is a probability that the simi- 
lar resolution, introduced there by’ Representa- 
tive Maury Maverick, of Texas, will be substi- 
tuted and sent back to the senate for concur- 
rence. The difference between the two lies in 
the fact that the senate proposal would leave 
appointment of the entire commission of from 
5 to 15 members in the hands of President 
Roosevelt, while the Maverick plan calls for a 
commission of 12, three from the house mem- 
bership, three from the senate and six quali- 
fied and distinguished citizens to be named by 
the President. 

Faced with the possibility that the relief 
problem may be permanent, the need for a re- 
liable and adequate survey of the extent of 
unemployment becomes imperative. Figures 
from various sources have shown wide vari- 
ance as to the number of unemployed today. 
The National Manufacturers’ Association has 
stated that employment is already back to the 
levels of 1929 and is still increasing, while gov- 
ernment spokesmen have asserted that, even 
at the height of industrial activity, there will 
always be several million unemployed workers 
who must be supported by relief. 

The only worth-while census of the unem- 
ployed will be a continuing one. Machinery 
must be provided that will provide an accurate 
check upon the changing ratios of employment 
in the nation. Such a check should provide, 
also, data on sectional variations in the num- 
ber of idle and a report on the trend. In other 
words, means must be found by which both 
legislative and executive branches of the gov- 
ernment may keep a constant finger on the 
employment pulse of the nation. This is es- 
sential if relief in the future is to be intelli- 
gently provided and administered. 

Certainly, faced with a call for $1,500,000,- 
000 in a lump sum appropriation for relief, con- 
gress is fully justified in creating the machin- 
ery for an impartial bird’s-eye view of the sit- 
uation. 

British public assistance policy, admittedly 
highly efficient, is largely the outgrowth of a 
royal commission which studied the problem in 
1905. American public opinion needs the reli- 
able information which could be provided by a 
similar commission in this country. And, if un- 
employment relief is to be indefinitely con- 
tinued by the federal government, relief policy 
should not be determined by a small group in 
an emergency administration agency, but by 
congress, with all possible information at its 


command. 


THE POLAR FLIGHT 

The happy landing which concluded the 
flight from Moscow to Vancouver via the north 
pole brings warmest congratulations and high- 
est praise from all the world to the daring 
Russian aviators who winged their course over 
the top of the world. 

That they were unable, because of poor visi- 
bility, to reach their intended destination at 
Oakland, Cal., in no whit detracts from one of 
the most remarkable achievements in the his- 
tory of aviation. 

Flight over the pole not only challenges the 
most severe weather conditions imaginable, but 
it involves navigation problems that, to the 
layman at least, appear insurmountable. The 
proximity of the magnetic pole renders the 
compass worthless and the convergence of every 
line of longitude that navigators know makes 
nightmarish the task of the navigator. 

The land of the Soviet republic has been, 
to the outside world, ever a land of mystery. 
Even in the days of the czars the great areas 
of Russia contained ways of life and thought 
that were little known er understood by the 
majority of other peoples. The conflicting re- 
ports of visitors to Russia since the rise to 
- power of Stalin and the bureaucracy of the 

Soviet have confused their readers as to actual 
conditions there. 

That Russia is progressing with the rest of 
the world is evidenced by achievements such 
as this flight over the pole and the recent 
establishment of a scientific base upon the 
floating ice over the pole itself by Russian 
scientists. | 

Now the names of Chekalov, the pilot; 
_ Beliakov, the navigator, and. Baidakov, co- 
pilot, join two rolls of world honor. 

The first is that roll of pioneers of the skies 
who have winged their adventurous way along 
the air lanes destined later to become the 
aerial highways of commerce.

’ The financial crisis in France is admittedly 
grave. Some remedies must be found. Un- 
doubtedly there must be .drastic reduction in 
government expenditures, accompanied by tap- 
ping of new tax resources. The budget must 
be balanced. 
‘Whatever the outcome of ‘the present un- 
certainty, the world holds confidence in the 
basic ecanomic soundness of the French nation. 

In the field of international relationships, 
particularly in reference to the maintenance of 
peace, the passing of Leon Blum’s hand from 
the wheel is unfortunate. His sympathies were, 
admittedly, with the Nationalist forces in Spain. 
Yet he had held rigidly to the line: of neutral- 
ity and the co-operation of his government 
with that of London was largely responsible for 
the successful confinement of the ho'vocaust of 
battle within the frontiers of the Spanish cock- 
pit 

The cause of world peace received what may 
develop into a serious setback in the passing 
of the Blum administration and the outcome of 
President Albert Lebrun’s efforts to form a new 
ministry will be awaited with anxiety by states- 
men and diplomats—as well as the general pub- 
lic—of all peace-loving nations.

The current campaign against 
not only fraudulent evaders, but 
taxpayers who are admitted to 
have plied with the law will 
tend to make them even more 
overbearing than they were 10 
years ago when Senator Schall, of 
Minnesota, spoke as follows: 


“The one glaring governmental 
agency that constitutes a menace 
to the citizens is the Income Tax 
Bureau, which often goés outside 
the constitutional limitations, and 
frequently harasses the citizens by 
unjust exactions, and by the op- 
pressive conduct of its agents. 
This system has one defect that 
is fundamental. That is its lack 
of certainty involving not only the 
time and manner of payment, but 
the clear, definite and fixed 
amount. While the bureau is a 
babel of a regulations 
and opinions, it believes it is so 
entrenched by ‘authority granted 
and assumed, and by its anony- 
mous character that it even dares 
to attack the citizens by a charge 
of fraud without substantial pre- 
text or cause.” 


This criticism was made in the 
good old days of prosperity and 
economic royalty when the bureau 
was much less bold than it has 
become under the New Deal.

and no apparent reference to the 
income tax cases of the Huey Long 
gang in New Orleans, who were 
indicted when Huey was fighting 
the administration, but exonerated 
without formal trial after Huey’s 
death and the political reconcilia- 
tion commonly known as the sec- 
ond Louisiana Purchase.

“Such a regime of bureaucracy 
is deadly,” Senator Schall said 10 
years ago. “The bu: 2au’s increas- 
ing arbitrary authority is becom- 
ing more sinister and obtrusive, 
and the system is increasing in 
complexity and confusion. The 
procedures of enforcement go much 
deeper than that of a tax collect- 
ing system. The bureau is in- 
quisitorial. It is bureaucracy. 
Washington is cluttered with its 
offices. Its forces swarm over 
the country, and the cardinal doc- 
trine under. which it operates ‘is 
to inspire the citizen with fear. 
Agents, spies and snoopers annoy 
and plague the citizens. The 
agents and inspectors, rarely of a 
high order in point of skill or 
cha®acter, must show some kind 
of results. The bureau grades 
them for promotion of increased 
salary or still better for the ‘honor 
roll, not on what taxes are 
finally returned to the govern- 
ment, but by the amounts they 
‘mark up’ first or charge against 
the taxpayer. That practice per- 
mits and. promotes, if it does not 
direct, a species of blackmail 
against the American citizen. 


It Requires “It requires no 
. skill or integrity 
No Integrity to attack the de- 
cent citizen, so the agents can 
trump up taxes and charges 
against the perfectly decent tax- 
payer, and magnify and twist pre- 
texts to do it. Once having start- 
ed in pursuit, the agent assumes 
authority to impute fraud to the 
most innocent transactions, and 
the perfectly honest taxpayer 
must submit to indignities, odiu ° 
accusations of fraud and criminai-~- 
ity, and be put to heavy expenses 
to prove to his own government 
that he is not‘a criminal. The 
various departments back up the 
agents on the principle that any 
doubt must be resolved against 
the taxpayers. A citizen is ad- 
vised not to show his indignation 
before those whom his hearing 1s 
had as they can mak: it go hard 
with him. Advice is unhesitating- 
ly given to crook the knee to 
those before whom one goes for 
a hearing, and these hearings are 
little better than a star chamber 
affair where every bias and par- 
tiality are against the taxpayer.” 
But they were comparatively de- 
cent then. Nowadays not even 
government wire-tapping is con- 
sidered unethical fn the espionage 
over citizens who may be strictly 
honest, and as for political black- 
mail, the Louisiana indictments 
and their dismissal after the sec- 
ond Louisiana Purchase will suf-

One reason is because 
it was once the home of Abner 
Doubleday, sometimes called “the | 
inventor of baseball.” 

It is not quite true to say that 
baseball was “invented” by Dou- 
bleday, but when he was 20 years 
of age he formed a set of rules 
for the game, the first rules known 
to have been written down. Coop- 
erstown folk point out a field, and 
say, “That is where the first game 
of baseball was played back in the 
year 1839.” . 

Baseball seemed a good game 
to mary persons, and clubs were 
formed in several places. The 
most noted of these was the Knick- 
erbocker baseball club of New 
York city, started in 1845. 

The “Knickerbockers” were 
men, some of them old enough to 
have fairly long whiskers. A year 
after they started their club, they 
played their first match game with 
another club. The opposing team 
was called the “New York Nine.” 
The game was to be won by the 
first team to score 21 runs. The 
New York Nine obtained their 
21st run in the fourth inning, but 
kept playing until their side was 
out for the inning. The final score 
was 23 to 1. 

After losing that game, the 
Knickerbockers practiced for a 
few years, then won several vic- 
tories in a row against other 
teams. After defeating the Goth- 
ams a few times, they met that 
team in a contest which lasted 16 
innings, and lost it by a score of 
21 to 16.

Connally said he would oppose 
it. 

The bill would make any local 
peace officer who wilfully neg- 
lected to protect a prisoner, or 
failed to prosecute a lynch mob, 
guilty of a felony. He would be 
subject to a fine up to $5,000 or 
five years in jail, or both. 

Counties where lynching mobs 
seized a prisoner would also be 
liable for civil damages of from 
$2,000 to $10,000.

NEUTRALITY COMMITTEE 
HOPES TO SEEK U. 8S. AID 


LONDON, June 21.—(#)—The 
27-nation European non-interven- 
tion committee decided tonight to 
seek aid from the United States 
and other countries after a sharp- 
ly-worded British declaration that 
the committee had failed thus far 
to keep arms from either side in 
the S ish civil war. 

The British stand regarding the 
“present state of affairs as thor- 
oughly unsatisfactory” was believ- 
ed by some observers to be a veil- 
ed threat to quit the “hands off 
Spain” alliance. 

The subcommittee agreed to so- 
licit aid from non-European na- 
tions through “informal negotia- 
tions” conducted by Britain. Pre~- 
sumably the nations would be 
asked to agree not to sell or ship 
war materials to Spain. 

The decision came after Ger- 
many announced postponement of 
a visit to London by her foreign 
minister, Baron Konstantin Von 
Neurath.

DETROIT, June 21. — (9%) — 
Southeastern Michigan began the! 
task of rehabilitation today after 
Sunday’s severe electrical and 
windstorm which left eight per- 
sons dead and caused thousands of 
dollars of property damage. 

The storm, which cut a path 
through seven counties, leveled 
buildings, uprooted trees, wreck- 
ed power lines, flooded cellars and 
piled debris upon highways. 

Three persons drowned in Sagi- 
naw bay when an outboard motor- 
boat capsized. Lightning killed 
two men and another was electro- 
cuted by a fallen power wire. Fly- 
ing timbers from a demolished 
barn killed one man. An 8-year- 
old boy drowned in a flooded 
field. 

A boy adrift in a boat on Lake 
St. Clair when the storm broke 
still was missing, but the sail boat 
La Salle, with seven persons 
aboard, docked at Toledo, Ohio, 
after being unreported for 24 
hours on storm-swept Lake Erie. 


RAINS CAUSE HEAVY

BUFFALO, N. Y., June 21.—(#) 
A driving rain which fell on west- 
ern New York almost steadily for 
the past five days reached its 
height today, flooding streets in 
cities and causing thousands of 
dollars damage to fertile farm- 
lands. 

Highways in many sections 
were closed when swollen creeks 
and rivers poured their waters 
over banks into lowlands.

science were “the essential but- 
of democratic institutions.” 

Must Preserve om. 

“Our first duty is to preserve 
. these freedoms—of learning, of 
speech, of press, of assembly, of 
conscience—be alert to detect the 
slightest attempt to impair them,” 
he said. “But our confidence will 
prove illusory, if those who are 
foremost in the enjoyment of these 
privileges are not keenly conscious 
of their responsibility.” ” 

Chief Justice Hughes pointed 
out that confused national and in- 
ternational conditions had been 
produced by the economic upsets 
resulting from the World War and 
questioned whether our democracy 
would be able to survive the 
“pressure of economic forces and 
insidious teachings of an alien 
philosophy.” 

Issues Warning. 

He declared the security of dem- 
ocratic institutions was in the sen- 
timent maintaining them rather 
than in existing constitutional pro- 
visions and warned against plac- 
ing confidence in such framework 
of government “however astutely 
contrived in the interest of lib- 
erty.” 

The chief justice described as 
society’s arch enemies those per-

MEASURE OFFERED| 


Vandenberg Amendment 


Puts Age at 16 Years. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—(/)— 
A new child labor amendment, 
authorizing congress to forbid 
commercial employment of per- 
sons untid 16 years of age, reached 
the senate floor today. 

Offered by Senator Vandenberg, 
republican, Michigan, it received 
the unanimous endorsement of the 
senate judiciary committee. 

It is intended as a _ substitute 
for the pending child labor 
amendment which was approved 
by congress in 1924 but has not 
been ratified by the necessary 36 
states. 

The Vandenberg proposal would 
apply only to children employed 
“for hire,” and would fix the age 
limit at 16 instead of 18, as pro- 
vided by the pending amendment. 

Moreover, it would not give con- 
gress power to “regulate” child 
labor, thus avoiding one of the 
chief objections to the original 
amendment. Critics of the latter 
have protested it might lead to 
federal control of all youth.

~ HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 
THE BABY’S 


TEETH. 

In view of the vast concern of 
parents, grandparents, neighbors 
and saireygamps about the effect 
of health upon dentition or vice 
versa, it is remarkable how indif- 
ferent everybody is about the ef- 
fect of health upon the develop- 
ment and preservation of the teeth 
after the child has cut enough 
teeth to matter. 

One reason for the widespread 
popular indifference about preser- 
vation of the teeth and preven- 
tion of tooth de®ay is, I think, the 
great gullibility of dentors 
their passive attitude toward nos- 
trum.and quackery propagan 
Child-minded folk, assume 
this absurd teaching is so, since 
the dentors apparently acquiesce 
or seldom utter a word of protest 
or denial. 

Despite the dignified silence. of 
the near-doctors (if you get what 
I mean) there is a growing popu- 
lar conception of the need of cal- 
cium and phosphorus to insure the 
development of sound teeth and to 
keep the teeth free from decay or 
caries (cavity formation). In this 
newfangled idea there is much 
truth, though it does not mean 
that any calcium or phosphorus 
compound, organic or inorganic, 
nutritive or medicinal, is essen- 
tial for the. prospective mother, 
the young infant or the child. 
There is no scientific and no 


| (clinical evidence that such medi- 


cine is in any way beneficial to 
the teeth of mother, infant or 
growing child, except in certain 
instances of deficiency disease 
where the physician’s care is in- 
dispensable. As a routine pro- 
phylactic measure it is of no ad- 
vantage to feed mother or child 
such mineral elements or salts. 
Milk provides all the phosphorus 
and calcium the metabolism of 
mother or child requires. 

There is, however, the best of 
experimental and a mounting 
weight of clinical or practical evi- 
dence that an optimal intake of 
vitamin D throughout pregnancy 
not only protects the mother’s 
teeth from softening and decay- 
ing due to the demands for phos- 
phorus and calcium to supply the 
needs of the growing foetus, but 
also promotes more vigorous de- 
velopment of the jaws and teeth 
of the coming child—or the foun+ 
dation thereof. 

The growing foetus, it must be 
remembered, demands a certain 
amount of calcium and phosphorus 
for the formation of foundation 
tissues or structures which later 
on will be bone, teeth, nerve, mus- 
cle, and takes these essential «ele- 
ments from the mother’s bones or 
teeth if necessary. That is, the 
foetus takes the calcium and phos- 
phorus from the mother’s ration 
and so the mother’s own metab- 
olism suffers from shortage. 

An optimal intake of vitamin D 
—more than is ordinarily con- 
sidered necessary to maintain 
health — is therefore important 
throughout pregnancy. It is no 
less important than it is that. the 
baby shall receive a daily ration 
of vitamin D throughout the first 


year of life.

The vitamin alphabet grows. At 
the recent convention of the New 
York State Dietetic Association, 
Dr. Walter H. Eddy, of Columbia 
University, reported the latest re- 
search on vitamins, including the 
new vitamin K. Vitamin K, term- 
ed the “coagulation vitamin,” has 
been found helpful in the treat- 
ment of diseases due to non-coag- 
ulating blood. This vitamin is 
found in paprika and in fruits 


containing vitamin C. 

Vitamins in ointments are the 
latest news. Research shows that 
vitamins A and D can be ab- 
sorbed through the skin and uti- 
lized. To quote Dr. Eddy:

It is now believed that vitamin 
D can be absorbed through the 
skin in amounts adequate to pre-« 
vent rickets. Dr. Eddy reported 
that he had seen an infant cured of 
rickets by rubbing codliver oil 
into the skin. 
Vitamins Make You Healthier, 

Livelier and Lovelier. 

Vitamin B, which we know is 
essential to healthy nerve tissue, 
is now important in the treatment 
of cardiac ailments and delirium 
tremens, as well as beri-beri. This 
vitamin is stored in the heart, the 
liver and the muscles. 

Children need more vitamin B 
than adults. Knott, who has been 
studying the optimun needs of this 
vitamin for children, gives 20 in- 
ternational units per kilo of body 
weight as the requirement. A 50- 
pound child, therefore, would re- 
quire 500 units per day—over 
twice the amount recommended 
for an adult by the American 
Medical Association’s committee 
on foods. Vitamin B is supplied 
in malt yeast and in whole grains. 

Vitamin G is part of vitamin B, 
and is sometimes termed vitamin 
B2. Many forms of dermatitis and 
skin lesions may result from a lack 
of vitamin G in the diet. This 
vitamin is supplied in milk and 
meat. 

Day, Darby and Lanston have 
advanced further proof that vita- 
min Gis a significant factor in 
the prevention of cataracts. Pre- 
vious experiments had shown vita- 
min C to be important in the pre- 
vention of this eye condition. 

Scientists are still uncertain as 
to the existence of B3, B4, and 
B5, which are the subject of pres- 
ent active research. 

In conclusion, Dr. Eddy stressed 
the need for continual research in 
the field of vitamins if we are to 
feed people properly. All in all, 
it seems that you cannot get along 
without vitamins im adequate
